AND KILL DOGS 


An Appeal is Made to the 
Humane - So- 
ciety. 


‘Dr. Carnes, of the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals, has been 
appealed to about the manner in which 
dogs are caught by the dog catcher in 
the clty. He has also been asked to 
devise some plan for killing the un- 
fortunate canines without being crue). 

“A lot of people are raising quite a 
row about the way in which dogs are 
being caughts’ ‘stated Dr. Carnes yester- 
day. ‘Small negro boys lasso the dogs 
and dif}, them\to the cage. I think »the 
main trouble is that the boys look upon. 
the work as a thing for fun, and they

play with the dogs after they capture 
them. I believe if a large net was used 
instead of the lasso 
caged without the choking process which 
is now necessary with the lasso.’’ 

Dr, Carnes said that the first lot of 
dogs condemned to death will be killed 
on Friday, and he has been asked to 
name the best method of putting them 
to death. 

“I believe the dogs have hitherto beeg 
knocged in the head,’’ stated the doctor, 
“and this method can be much improved 
upon.. Chloroform might be used, but the 
easiest and quickest death could be caus- 
ed -by dropping hydrocianic acid in the 
dog’s eye.. Death woul then be iIn- 
stantaneous and painless. The worthless 
curs must be caught and put to death, 
and the catching and execution could 
both be done in a manner to prevent any 
unnecessary cruelty.”

| following extract from the message 
sent to congress by President Roose- 


velt last December: 

The business of insurance vitally af- 
fecte the great mass of the people of 
the United States, and is national and 
not local in its application. It involves 
@ multitude of transactions among the 
people of the different states.and between 
American companies and foreign govern- 
ments. I .urge that the congress care- 
fully consider whether the power of the 
bureau of corporations can not constitu- 
tionally be extended to cover interstate 
transactions in insurance. 

At the time this recommendation at- 
tracted but little attention. Bills pro- 
viding for differing degrees of federal 
supervision of insurance companies 
were infroduced by Senator Dryden in 
the senate and .Mr. Morrell in the 
house, but they never got farther than 
reference to committees, In all proba- 
bility, however, the question of insur- 
ance supervision and regulation will 
come prominently before congress this 
winter, * 

Whether the federal government can 
assume charge of the business of in- 
surance under its interstate commerce 
power is a question sure to be: much 
discussed. The constitutionality of 
any such proceeding must eventually 
be passed upon by the supreme court. 
Just how far congress will ‘be willing 
to go it is impossible at this time to 
say, but that the demand for federal 
regulation in some shape will grow is 
inevitable. 

In this connection the following ‘ex- 
pression from so important a journal 
as The New York Sun is sure to ‘at- 
tract. attention: 

‘Opinions will differ widely as to the 
constitutionality, and even as to the ex- 
pediency, of this suggested extension of 
the powers of the department. WNever- 
theless, the revelations concerning the 
management of the surplus and funds 
held in trust for the policy holders of at 
least One great company, the sordid 
struggle of speculative and promoting in- 
terests for the control of these trust 
funds and the apparent inefficiency of 
state supervision must inevitably turn the 
thoughts of millions of the insured—the 
citizens most concerned—in the direction 
pointed out by Mr. Roosevelt. 

Not necessarily to the idea of an In- 
surance business conducted by the goy- 
ernment itself. Perhaps not necessarily 
to the idea even of federal supervision 
under the interstate commerce clause. 
There is an analogy that strikes the 
mind with peculiar force at the prescnt 
time, namely, the analogy between the 
national bank system, with its efficient 
federal supervision and protection of the 
interests of depositors, and a system of 
national {insurance companies doing busl- 
néss independently in the several states 
and linked to the United States govern- 
ment and its boundless credit In the same 
manner a8 are the national banks. 

It is highly probable that the new 
congress will not adjourn without tak- 
ing some positive action bearing upon 
this question of insurance regulation, 
of such vital importance is the great 
business of life insurance in its rela- 
tions to al] the people.

Successs! 

It is the battle-cry in Atlanta and 
in the South Sea islands; -with the 
men who molded dynasties in China 
before the coming of Christ and the 
men who are carving out the destiny 
of the United States today; it is the 
unconscious instinct of the infant 
whimpering with solemn jmpartiality 
after the penny toy or the moon, and 
the man with gray hairs and memo- 
ries, battling on in spite of beckoning 
death; the motor that drives the poet 
wrestling with wretched doggerel or 
an ages-sounding epic, and the man 
of affairs striving to sell a herring in 
a crossroads store or to frame a syn- 
dicate to juggle the financies of na- 
tions; lured on by its illusive dreams 
Rojestvensky carried an armada three- 
fourths of the way round the world; 
under its flag the little brown Togo 
paved the floor of the ocean with 
Russian ships, sending phantom crews 
to man them. 

Dress it with any other garments 
and it stands ont still in its own 
colors, with an individuality that will 
not be obscured. 

Is it any wonder, then, that the 
man who has become conspicuous in 
the attainment of success should be 
eagerly courted for his prescription; 
for an outline of the route by which 
he arrived; for hints of the things to 
avoid and the things to pursue? And 
is it any wonder that the quest should 
include not only the young, but as 
well the elder who has battled with 
the world long enough to thoroughly 
respect the man fortunate enough to 
have won success in an unusual de- 
gree? 

It is because of this widespread 
public interest in success wherever 
found that the interview with Gov- 


chusetts, recently published in The 
Boston American, has attracted such 
widespread attention. If any man in 
the United States has earned the right 
to advise the boys of the country on 
this line, it is the manufacturer- 
millionaire governor of the Bay State. 
From a place at the cobbler’s bench 
at a mere pittance, he has risen to the 
highest executive position in the state 
and has made himself a millionaire; 
he is today the ideal successful man 
in business and politics and has just 
had the honor of declining a second 
nomination for governor which was 
assured to him. All his success came 
to him through his own efforts; no 
powerful family influence, no wealthy 
friendship, helped him up the ladder. 
His own individuality, his own pérti- 
nacity, his faculty of getting over ob 
Stacles, his own hard labor and en- 
terprise—those are the factors in the 
making of this man’s career. 

Any one that listens to him for 
some magic cryptic utterance to ex- 
plain his success wil] be disapplinted. 
Adopting one of the aphorisms of the 


business which has made him famous, 


vestigations, reports, and action, it 
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Foolish why t 
it's no more foolish than for a young 
man to tackle a new line of business 
every little while until he. grows too old 
to learn any business thoroughiy. “| 

Everything in nature fs fitted 1} do one 
thing well and spend its whole life doing 
it. You never hear of the ant going into 
the honey-making business; nor of the 
bee building ant-hills for a change. 
Bach one knows its place in. the world 
and sticks to tt, and that is what boys 
must do if they would accomplish great 
things, 

And remember always to keep your 
ambition yp to the top notch. What 
ever you do, try to do it better than the 
other fellow. At school make it a 
point to stand at the head of your class; 
| and a< play don’t be satisfied until you 
can jump the farthest or throw the 
Straightest, Then when you enter bus- 
iness life this matter of getting ahead 
will become a habit. 

It is possible for all you boys to be 
kings, provided each fits himself to do 
some one thing better than others do it. 
But you must work and study and perse. 
vere. You can’t inherit kingships from 
your fathers; you muet win them in com- 
petition with the world. As to how to 
go about this, every boy will have to 
werk out the problem for himseif. There 
is no fixed ruk for determining the ca- 
Ppabilities of any boy, and the methods 
that. will convert one bundle of human 
material into a successful business man 
may prove a total failure when applied 
to the next parcel. Boys in their dispo- 
sitions and possibilities bear a striking 
resemblance fo toads, Did you ever 
poke a toad to make ft jump? If you 
did, then you know that you can never 
tell what direction or how far toads will 
jump until after they have been poked. 
And it's the same way with boys. ve 
never know what a boy can do until af- 
ter he has been tested. But we're sure 
of one thing, and that is this: If a boy 
chooses his last in the light of his abil- 
ity, and sticks to it through thick and 
thin, he’l] win. out in the end. ; 


The Constitution does not remem- 
ber having éncountered any simpler 
Or less. ambiguous directions to suc- 
cess than those given above. What is 
better, it fits every ambition. The 
boy who would be a successful busi- 
ness man, a college professor, a 
builder of poetry or empires, has 
there présented a list of the elements 
he will need in his work. It all de- 
pends upon the man. 

And it is notable that . Governor 
Douglas does not include “luck” as an 
ingredient.. He, at least, gives it no 
place in-his vocabulary. We think he 
has done his audience a service by 
such omission. For the man who re- 
lies on luck or chance and neglects 
his Own part in the enterprise is rid- 
ing, generally, to sure failure. The 
lucky man is the man who helps him- 
self, who has the knack of compelling 
fortune; and, after all, these things 
revert to-the original proposition, for 
the*man who has the knack of com,” 
pelling things is the man of industry 
and initiative. 

We commend these homely words 
and illustrations of Governor Douglas 
to our readers, irrespective of age or 
ambition. If any one of them is look- 
ing for a royal road to success, he 
had better climb down out of the 
Skies and get’ his mind on the prac- 
tical highway traveled by the present 
governor of Massachusetts.

Mr. Bonaparte, posing as a republi- 
can, has fought the republican: organ- 
ization as often and as bitterly as he 
has fought the democratic organiza- 
tion. All organizations are odious in 
the eyes of the true mugwump. It is 
claimed by Mr. Wachter and his as- 
sociates that such strength as their 
party has in Maryland is due to the 
indefatigable work of the old line re- 
publicans who have fought the fight, 
in season and out, and their claim 
seems to be justified by the facts. 
Naturally, they are greatly disturbed 
at an appointment which must be con- 
strued by the republican masses of the 
State as a rebuke of the party organ- 
ization, while Senator Gorman and his 
democratic _friends must be corre 
spondingly jubilant. 

The Maryland appointment is, how- 
ever, but of a piece with a number of 
acts caiculated to cause sorrow to the 
old-line republican leaders.

chair. Indeed, he could as well have 
applied it to the several other outbretks 
of his gubernatorial ambition in years 
past—though the others lasted some- 
what longer. 7 

For various and sundry reasons, more | 
or less coherent, the Hon, Pope has en- 
tered several gubernatorial contests—so 
often, indeed, that his friends had begun 
to fear the habit was becoming chronic— 
and for equally important and coherent 
reasons he has invariably withdrawn be- 
fore the race really opened up. 

Just why this should be so, we are un- 
able to say—uniless it is that tha Hon. 
Pope suddenly “comes to” as goon as 
he has formally entered a race, and dis- 
covers that he cannot be elected. That, 
at least, is generally regarded by most 
people a sound and sufficient reason; 
though in his jatest withdrawal the Hon. 
Pope seems to cast about for other and 
less plausible reasons—and in doing 9, 
whether intentionally or not doesn't mat- 
ter, he makes of himself a sort of politi-. 
cal martyr, 7 é 

In giving way to his friend the Hon. 
Hoke Smith—at the latter’s very adroit 
suggestion—the Hon. Pope indulges in a 
little political martyrdom. that would hz 
quite pathetic if it were not amusing. 

Before “‘consenting’’ to enter the race, 
he says (this refers, of course, to tha 
last gubernatorial race entered by Mr. 
Brown) he sent out letters of inquiry 
(Mr. Brown has always pursued thiz 
method whenever entering gubernatorial 
races) to people in évery county in the 
state—and “the candor of the replies,’’ 
he says, “reajly. surpfised me." 

Perhaps “really” surprised Mr. Brown 
into announcing his candidacy. These 
letters ajso ‘‘disclosed the fact,” says the 
Hon, Pope, “‘that the white people of the 
state are divided into two parties.” And.

This asseveration, however, should not 
be taken as final confirmation of the oft- 
repeated rumor that the democratic party 
Is dead—it may be merely another one 
of .z.e Hon. Pope's hallucinations. « 

Indeed, we are constrained to fear that 
it is nothing more nor less than an hallu- 
cination when we hear the Hon. Pope 
say those letters received by him from 
f-every part of Georgia disclosed the fur- 
ther fact that the railroad party Is made 
up of the agents of eastern capitalists, 
who have a monopoly of transportation, 
and who would fix the price of the sar, 
without any Interference from state or 
federal authorities, thus depriving the 
people of their rights, even unto their 
liberties,” while the people’s party is. 
made up of “the great mass of the peo- 
ple’ who want “a government or the 
people, by the people, for the peoovle, 
based upon wisdom, justice and modora- 
tion’”—ou can almost smell the Fourth 
of July fireworks.

The Southeastern Freight Association 
yesterday published reduced rates on 
stoves and hollow ware from Birming- 
ham, Ala., to Georgla points, which gives 
the Alabama city a decided advantage 
over Atlanta and other points in Georgia 
where stoves are manufactured or jobbed,

Samui B. Hartman, who is the plaintiff 
in an action in.replevin brought in the 
United States Circuit Court in the Western 
District of New. York against Loveland and 
others, has presented an application to this 
Court for an order to requiré and compel the 
witness, Ambro R. Park. whose deposition 
is now being taken before the Clerk of this 
Court under Section 863, of the United States 
Revised Statutes, in that cause, to answer 
certain questions and produce certain docu- 
ments. 

He refused to answer the questions and to 
produce the documents upon the ground 
that they were not material or revelant to 
the matter in controversy, and on further 
ground that the answers to the questions 
would disclose trade secrets. 

I have read the testimony, so far as it 
has been taken, and have in mind the ques- 
ticns that were asked, which the witness re- 
| fused to answer. 

In the first place. as to the relevancy of 
the testimony sought to be elicited by these 
Questions: The case sought to be made in 
the replevin suit is this: That McKessen 
& Robbins and Charles H. Loveland and John 
D. Park & Sons Company, conspiring to- 
gether for that purpose, fraudulently obtain- 
ed a carload of Peruna from plaintiff, and 
that the plaintiff, when he discovered the 
fraud, promptly repudiated the contract of 
sale, tendered back the purchase price which 
had been paid and replevined the goods. In 
order to maintain the suit, therefore, it Is 
necessary to show that the possession of these 
g00ds was obtained by fraud practiced upon 
the plaintiff, which justified him in repu- 
diating the contract. 

I do not care to discuigs the question of 
the right to repudiate the contract; I think 
there can be no question about that. Mc- 
Kessen & Robbins and Loveland both had 
eontracts with Hartman to enable them to 
procure Peruna, and the claim is, that in 
Violation of these contracts, they entered 
into @ conspiracy with John D..Park & 
Sons Company to obtain Peruna from Hart- 
man and ship it to that company, the com- 
pany ‘being engaged quite extensively in the 
business of selling Peruna, and having no 
relation or contract with Hattman which 
would enable it * to obtain Peruna in any 
other way. 

Is this be true, undoubtedly Hartman had 
a right to repudiate the sale and retake the 
property. But it is said the contracts with 
McKessen & Robbins and Loveland are ex- 
ecutory, and that Hartman must look to 
them tor damages for the wrongful disposi- 
tion of the goods, and cannot attack the 
sale. The charge, however, as I understand 
it. is that this particwlar carload of Peruna 
Was obtained by a fraud practiced upon 
liartman, and in furtherance of the scheme 
by which John D. Park & Sons Company 
scught’ to obtain Peruna, when they could 
not otherwise have obtained it. The repre- 
scntation of McKessen & Robbins to Hart- 
man was this: ‘‘Under our contract we want 
to buy this Peruna, put it upon the market 
end sell it as your agents, as we have been 
dcing heretofore,’’ when in fact that was a 
misrepresentation; they did not want it for 
any such purpose, but wanted it for the 
purpose ‘of selling it to John D. Park & 
Sons Company, in violation of their contracts 
with Hartman. 

Therefore, in the opinion of the Cqurt, the 
testimony sought to be elicited from_ this 
witness, Ambro R. Park, is relevant as tend- 
ing to show this fradulent scheme by which 
the Peruna was obtained from Hartman. 

The witness repeats over and over again 
Yat the answers to the questions put to him 
will not incriminate him or will not subject 
him to a penalty or forfeiture; but, as I have 
already stated, his sole ground for refusing 
to anewer is that the questions are irrele- 
vant to the issues in the case pending in the 
New York Courts, and that the answers 
thereto would disclose trade secrets. The 
Court is of the opinion that the testimony 
is entirely relevant, and that there are no 
trade secrets disclosed. 

The suggestion is that this firm of John 
D. Park & Sons Company is fighting Hart- 
man and the trust organizations, as they are 
called, which are engaged in this busines*; 
that this firm is outside and independent: but 
ac the same time are trying ,to get these 
goods by indirect methods, and the trade 
secret set up here is that if Park discloses 
the names of the nien he uses to fraud- 
ulently obtain goods from Hartman it will 
prevent him in the futwre from fraudulently 
obtaining goods in that way. Well, that is 
hardly a trade secret that shoula be pro- 
tected by the Courts. ! 

The line of examination here, in the opinion 

oO: the Court, was legitimate, and counsel 
for the plaintiff in the case has stated to 
the Court here that it is his purpose and in- 
tention to keep within the rule of relevancy 
and not to call out or seek to call out from 
this witness anything that would not be en- 
tirely relevant to the issue in the replevin 
suit.

CROP OUTLOOK 
IS IMPROVED 


Weather Conditions Reported 
Favorable Throughout 
Georgia. 


Fair weather is again billed for At- 
janta for today. 

The report of Section Directoy Marbury 
for Georgia for the week ending Mon- 
day was of chief interest in the weath- 
er market yesterday.. A general improve- 
ment in the conditions of cotton and 
other crops was expected and the week- 
jy report is nothing short of optimistic, 
for government officials are always 
prone to be ultra-conservative. 

The scarcity of labor still continues 
to be a’ most important factor and a 
Gecided menace to the welfare of cer- 


,tain sections while the high prices for 


labor still prevail throughout the state. 
Synopsis of Conditions. 

Following is Section Director Marbury’s 
synopsis of Georgia's conditions: 

‘The week was generally fair, furnish. 
tng conditions highly favorable for 
growth and cultivation of crops, and 
the general outlook was much improved 
The cultiva- 
tion of cotton was pushed, but many 
fields are still very grassy; chopping is 
almost completed in the northern half 
of the state; the plants are making good 
growth and are beginning to bloom in 
a few localities of the southern section; 
some complaints ef Hce contiue to be 
received from acar.ered sections; ‘the 
scarcity and high price of labpr still con- 
tinue to handicap the farmers in free- 
ing their crops of grass. Corn is rath- 
er small, but Is growing fast and is 
belng laid by in some districts of the 
southern division; corn planting on low- 
lands “ts practically completed. Peaches 
ave being marketed in south, yield av- 
erage and quality excellent; 
northern half the crop varies from good 
in some localities to none in others; the 
berry crop is fine. Wheat is being har- 
vested, the yield having been. consider- 
ably shortened in many sections by rust. 
Melons are good, but rather late. Rice 
is excellent, the second crop being plant- 
ed. Gardens, cane, potatoes and other 
minor crops are gl) doing well.”’ 

Yesterday's weather was sunshiny to 
the point of being disinteresting. Again 
the figures reached those of the day bde- 


over the. 


fore, 88 degrees, which is the hottesst 
weather recorded for 1906. ‘The humid- 
ity was also responsibie for that “mur- 
ky’’ feeling, and the average showed 
only some five degrees above the nor- 
mail. 

Local Farecaster Marbury stated yes- 
terday that the weather really was not 
so hot, but it just seemed hot and un- 
comfortable because June ushers in the 
hot weather for the summer and the 
change is so great that many suffer

If This Is Accomplished, Legislature 
Will Be Asked for $100,000 To 
Erect Buildings and Secure 
Equipment for Agricul- 
tural College. 


Athens, Ga., June 6.—(Special.)—I¢. the 
Plans that have been put on foot by a 
number of the friends of the University 
of Georgia mature, the campus of the 
university will be enlarged from its pres- 
ent size of thirty-seven acrés to a mag- 
nificent stretch of over seven hundred 
acres “of land, nearly all of which will 
be within the corporate jimits of Athens. 

It will be merely the extension of the 
present campus through the southern 
section of the city and a little beyond 
the limits at one goint: This proposed ex- 
tension will take in a considérable num- 
ber of houses in the resident line, and 
will. call for a considerable sum of 
money, but it is belleved the money will 
be forthcoming. 

The new on will start with the 
corner of Jackson and Baldwin ‘street on 
the present area, and will extend down 
Jackson street to the residence of Judge 
F, W. Lucas, will take in that property 
and run on down the river, taking in 
the property of Mrs. M. A, Compton, 
daughter of former Governor Willson 
Lumpkin, and the lady for whom At- 
lanta was twice named, will take in the 
farm of Dr. W. A. Carlton and the farm 
of E. G. Whitehead, then bend back to- 
wards Lumpkin street, talking in the res!- 
dence of L,' M. Johnson on Fairview 
Heights, and will come along the eastern 
side of Lumpkin street back to the cam- 
pus fine.

It is proposed to get up $100,000 for this 
purpose. It is estimated that it will re- 
quire $85,000 to pay for all the prop- 
erty that will be purchased. Of course, 
the same number of acres of farming 
land could be purchased away from the 
campus area at much less than will have 
to be given for this property, 
deemed especially desirable ‘that the 
campus should be all together in one 
body of iaad. 

A friend of the university has offered 
to give $20,000 on condition that the 
remaining part of $100,000 be raised.

That would laeve only $38,000 
to be raised, 

Already plans for this have been per- 
fected. Chancellor Hill has sent 
out from his office many letters to alum- 
ni and friends of the institution, ex- 
plaining this movement, and already the 
sum of $5.000 has been subscribed. This 
leaves but $$35,000 to"be secured. 

Harry Hodgson, chairman of the exec. 
utive committee _of the university auxil- 
lary, is now mailing out to the alumni of 
the university a complete statement of 
this movement with the appeal] that the 
alumni come fonward and provide the 
necessary. amount. Subscriptions are 
esked for five years, payable each year. 
In this way it Ss expected that the money 
can be easily raised. It js desired that 
answers to these letters be returned as 
soon as possible, so that the whole mat- 
ter may be closed up at” comgmencement., 
If this is done, and those who are 
pushing this movement -confidently be- 
lieve it will be done then the legisia- 
ture will be presented with this state of 
affairs, and will be asked to appropriate 
$100,0000 for the erection of buildings 
and the purchase of equipment for the 
proposed agricultural college, This 
ground will provide for all the : farm 
lands and land needed for this college, 
and all the state will have to do wif be 
to bulld the necessary structures and 
equip them.
